NARCOTICS OPERATIONS FAMILIARIZATION FOR 
CLANDESTINE SERVICE OFFICERS 



A three and one-half day Narcotics Operations Familiar- 
ization for CS officers will be presented for the first time 
5-8 February 1973. Its basic objective is to help CS 
officers participate more effectively in the U.S. Government 
drive against narcotics and dangerous drugs. Briefings and 
discussion will cover the origin, collection, manufacture 
and distribution of narcotics and dangerous drugs as well, 
as U.S. Government organization to combat the problem. .The 
Agency's related policies and procedures will be emphasized, 
giving du.e attention to relationships overseas with other 
concerned U.S. agencies. 


PREREQUISITES: Registrants for this initial running should 
be CS officers from the Area Divisions who 
are, or likely to become, involved in 
narcotics operations. (See Special Note 
below. ) 

REGISTRATION : This will be a pilot course, with registration 

limited to 25. Form 73, "Request for Internal 
Training," should be received by the DDP/TRO 
no later than 19 January 1973 . Candidates 
from each Division should be listed in order 
of attendance priority. 

PLACE : Room 902, Chamber of Commerce Building. 

SPECIAL NOTE : Because of enrollment limits, priority will be 

given to officers headed for specific 
assignments in narcotics activity. Prereq- 
uisites, as well as the size and frequency of 
subsequent classes , will be reviewed 
following completion of this pilot course.
